In Japan the rîght, particıt- 
larly at a time wher the 
country’s international self 
confidence has reached new 
heights, believes that the 
Japanese have nothing to 
apologize for and it resents any 
attempt to inyrolre Emperor 
Hirobito in matters political. 

But the Tokyo Government 
feels that the South Koreans 
must now be given every 
support to prevent North Korea 
from starting a war. It is widely 
recognized that the next four 
years will be crucial in thîs 
respect, since the North's 
military superiority will prob- 
ably decline thereafter. 

The benefits for Mir Naka-

Forty years from now, history will be read on 
computer terminal screens. Futurologist 
Norman Macrae projects the story which will be 
read next century.

three-part series, he speculates on superpower 
rivalries in the last quarter of the twentieth century: 


“or most of the second half of 
he twentieth century it seemed 
nore than 50 per cent likely 
halt the world would blow itself 
ıp.

` Significaatly, the new clean-cut, 
born-again, physically fit conserva- 
tive image is being reinforced by 
many of the immigrant groups who 
are now coming ‘into American 
colleges in large.numbers.

protest movement, but now a stronghold of conservatism and conformism 


Berkeley, California 

The campus which cradied the 
student protest movcment of the 
1960s and 1970s has become a 
stronghold of conservatism and 
born-again Christianity. New stu- 
dents enrolling at lhe University of 
California. Berkelcy. are sporting 
"“Rec-elecı Reagan" ba and -are 
joining evangelical religious groups 
in record nutnbers. 

Berkeley's transformation in the 
decade aaa : 

ıe changing mı of American 
Foul WCE 1 key 1 be 
significant factor in ensuring Reagan 
a second term iı the White House. 
National opinion polls show a clear 
Republican lead over the Democrats 
among those aged 18 to 25. 

A rexent survey of the Berkeley 
campus suggested that as many as 50 
per cent of students intending to 
vOle will support Reagan. A poll 
taken after the 1980 election showed 
that he received less thar 20 per cent 
of the sludent vole. 


The Republicans arc the biggest - 


political group at Berkeley, with 220 


paid-up members — a 300 per cent : 


increase in a year. A stall set up in 
the Sproul Plaza outside the student 
union has been doing brisk business 
in ithe first few days of the new 
academic year, signing up new 
members and inê ouf Reagan. 
Bush badges and stickers. 

Other stalls to attract lhe alten- 
tion of new students are {he Campus 
Crusade for Christ and a booth 
where you can sign up for an 
American Express card. There is no 
sign of a Democrat stall, while the 
more cxtrcme left-wing groups of 
yesteryear scem to have given up 
hope and desertcd the plaza. 
Ironically. it was the issuc of 
whemher siudenls could erect stalls 
on Sproul Plaza and canvass support 
for extra-campus causes which 
touched off the first wave of student 
protest al Berkelcy 20 years ago this 
autumn. The so-called free speech 
movement began a decade of anli- 
war and proxivil righis agitation 
which made the Universily of 
California synonymous with student 
acıivism and revolt. 

Today the mood of the students 
could hardly be more differenL A 
survey of last year’s freshmen found 
1hat only 15 per cent had cver taken 
part in a political demonsiration and 
only 9 per cent cxpecled lo be 
involved in siudenı prolest, By 
contrast, 70 per cent had allended a 
religious service within the past year 
and 92.5 per cent cxpected 1o take 
their degrees and go on into regular 
employment. 

Pressure to study and get a job is 
scen by many as a big reason for the 
new conservatism of American 
youth. In fhe words of David 
Rosenthal, a 24-year-old law student 
arid member of the student senate at 
Berkcley: “The days when you can 
wave signs all day. suudy only three 
days before finals and get a job with 
an English degree are gone." 


There are pcople who quarter 1he 
landscape spotting wild flowers in 
much the same way as bird watchers 
watch birds.

The second method is to fill 
the missile with small warheads, 
called submunitions. When 
released over the target, these 
warheads scatter over a wide 
area, obliterating any error in 
aiming the missile. This is 
particularly effective when the 
submunitions have some form 
of terminal guidance so that 
they can home on to small, 
moving targéets such 45 tanks. 

The two most popular forms 
of terminal guidance are infra- 
red and radar: Infrared, or 
hı ing, has the advantage 
of being completely passive and 
therefore undetectable. Tech- 
nology has advanced  suffi- 
ciently to screen out decoy 
targets such as flares, a failing of 
early heat-seeking systems. 

Infra-red has disadvantages, 
however. It works well both day 
and night when the air is dry. 
but moisture scatters the heat 
emitted. by a target, so that rain 
and ‘fog can Fo rent it being 
seen. It is’ also possible to 
generale special hot smoke 
screens which mask targets.
